has raised£125,000 through 
the fund and has named 13 
guide dog puppies, with 
several qualifying to 
become guide dogs. 

“My late husband wanted 
to raise money for guide 
dogs,” said Ms Ratcliffe. 
“Just before he was killed 
he managed to raise £4,500 
in six months which is a 
fantastic achievement. 
When he died we wanted 
to do something for him 
and fund a dog to be 
trained in his memory. 

“The staff were talking 
about tribute funds and 
Gary’s was the first to be 
set up in the UK. With the 
Masonic Lodge I tried to do 
a few things a year and 
then we did another and it 
just snowballed.” 

She added: “We have 
raised £125,000 which is 
amazing. I see it as a group 
effort; I will never take 
credit for all this fundrais¬ 


ing. I organised the events 
but if it was not for people 
putting their hands in their 
pockets and people help¬ 
ing out then we would 
never raise any money. 

“Gary would have been 
over the moon with every¬ 
thing and I am so grateful. 
It is very humbling.” 

Father-of-three Mr Ellis, 
of Puffers Green, has raised 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds after more than 30 
years of fundraising for a 


number of different chari¬ 
ties. 

His first challenge was 
the London Marathon in 
1981 and just last month he 
completed a 100km trek in 
one of the toughest ter¬ 
rains in the world, the 
Sahara Desert. 

The chartered surveyor 
was in the desert when the 
letter informing him of the 
honour arrived at his 
home. 

He said: “I have been fun¬ 


draising for so long that I 
thought I had missed out 
on something like this so 
I’m chuffed. I’m half 
expecting for there to be 
some mistake! 

“It’s lovely and my family 
are very proud. The letter 
arrived while I was in the 
Sahara so I got home and 
saw the letter was there 
from the Cabinet Office. 

“It has been more than 30 
years of fundraising and I 
am pleased to be recog¬ 
nised. It’s really nice.” 

Mr Ellis, who has five 
grandchildren, added: “I 
have been well supported 
throughout the years; it 
has been great. 

“The Sahara was fantas¬ 
tic, an amazing experience 
and very tough. It’s kind of 
hard to put into words real¬ 
ly-” 

The British Empire Medal 
was reintroduced in 2012 
to reward sustained, local 
contribution and innova¬ 
tive, high-impact work. 


Victim’s jaw broken 
in ‘shocking’ attack 


Man charged over verbal abuse on bus 


POLICE have arrested and charged 
a man in connection with an 
incident in which a woman was 
verbally abused on board a bus in 
Harlow. 

Ross Clarke-Bremner, 22, from 


Rochester in Kent, handed himself 
in to police following an appeal in 
the media for information about his 
whereabouts. 

He was subsequently charged with 
breach of a non-molestation order.

DETECTIVES investigating a late- 
night attack on a 50-year-old man 
which left him unconscious and 
with a broken jaw have described 
the incident as “shocking”. 

The assault took place in a park in 
Harlow some time between 11pm on 
Christmas Day and 12.15am on 
Boxing Day. 

The victim was set upon by two 
men after walking from Bush Fair 
along Southern Way. He had taken a 
shortcut through a small park area 
adjacent to Tysea Road when he was 
assaulted. 

Detective Ryan Burgess, of Harlow 
police, said: “As he neared a bench at 
the centre of the park he was attacked 
by two men whom he can only 
remember as being in their late teens 
to early 20s. 


“He suffered numerous blows to the 
head, face and hands which caused 
him to fall to the ground uncon¬ 
scious where his attackers then left 
him. 

“His belongings were left at the 
scene near to him, including his 
boots which had fallen off during the 
attack.” 

He was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where he was treated for a 
fractured jaw and further injuries to 
his eye sockets and cheek bones. 

DC Burgess added: “This was a 


quite shocking assault by two young 
men on someone who was minding 
his own business. We are keen to 
arrest them as soon as possible. 

“There can be no possible justifica¬ 
tion for their actions and the sooner 
they are apprehended the better.” 

Anyone with information about 
this attack, or who saw two men in 
the vicinity of the park around the 
time, should contact DC Burgess at 
Harlow Police Station on the non¬ 
emergency 101 number or call Crime- 
stoppers on 0800 555111. 


Don’t make 
heating oil 
easy target 
for thieves 

HOMEOWNERS with 
oil-fired central 
heating are being 
warned about the risk 
of fuel thefts over the 
winter period. 

A recent crime 
survey showed that 
fuel was the third most 
targeted commodity 
for thieves operating 
in rural areas. 

The onset of cold 
weather and rising 
prices makes heating 
oil an attractive 
commodity for 
thieves. 

Malcolm Farrow, 
from the Oil Firing 
Technical Association, 
said: “This is an issue 
that we can’t stress 
enough at this time of 
year as no-one wants 
to run out of oil and 
risk going cold. If more 
people are aware and 
vigilant of oil thefts, 
hopefully there will be 
fewer victims of this 
crime. 

“Thefts can take 
place at any time of 
year as thieves are 
extremely 
opportunistic. 
However, January and 
February often brings 
the harshest weather 
and this, combined 
with people feeling the 
pinch after Christmas, 
can make the early 
new year a popular 
time for thieves to 
strike.” 

An Essex Police 
spokesman added: 
“Heating oil theft is a 
problem that happens 
all over this county. By 
being aware and 
taking simple 
precautions to protect 
your tank you can 
significantly reduce 
the risk. 

“No-one wants to be 
a victim of crime so it 
really is beneficial to 
be proactive and take 
measures to deter 
thieves from targeting 
your property.”

Council silent on benefit cut 
for which it has responsibility

supporting the bedroom tax. They may as 
well have condemned sheep for eating grass. 

However, when it came to cutting council 
tax support for those without a job there was 
no debate. There was not even a vote. A block 
of proposals from the cabinet and council 
committees on this and other topics was put 
through on the nod. Blink and you missed it. 

Cllr Toal spoke eloquently of the 
detrimental effects of the bedroom tax on a 
constituent but she made no mention of the 
fact that the person to whom she was 
referring is also a victim of the 24 per cent 
cut in council tax support for which Cllr Toal 
and her colleagues are responsible. 

Harlow Council decided that the poorest 
people in Harlow must bear the full burden 
of a cut in central government financing. 
That it is wrong to make those without 


employment pay council tax is a principle 
recognised by 28 per cent of councils in 
England which continue to charge jobless 
householders zero. 

Cllr Pritchard received praise from the chair 
of the council for her role in a recent tribute 
to Nelson Mandela. Cllr Pritchard’s 
admiration for the latter was apparently not 
great enough to inspire her to speak out 
against the injustice of Harlow Council’s 
Localised Council Tax Support scheme. She 
silently condoned Harlow Council’s 24 per 
cent cut in council tax support, a cut that has 
resulted in 43 per cent of jobless 
householders defaulting on their council tax 
bills and one third receiving court 
summonses. 

Some of the poorest people in the town are 
now being harassed by bailiffs for non¬ 
payment of council tax, thanks to the 


complicity with Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat cuts of the Labour members of 
Harlow Council.

Time to take action on punitive 
charges levied against poor 

SIR, I always thought the Co-op was on the 
side of the ordinary working man in the 
street. Not anymore it seems. 

Last month I got a missive from Co-op 
Energy which advised me that unless I set up 
a direct debit arrangement with them they 
would increase my gas and electricity 
standing charges by a total of £63 a year. I 
was flabbergasted. 

I have many elderly constituents who do not 
like the idea of having companies taking 
money out of their bank accounts every 
month and I don’t blame them. We have 
heard all kinds of horror stories where 
companies have banked much more than 
was due. 

In light of the punitive charges that 
companies levy on poor people who cannot 
afford the luxury of having a fat bank 
balance to meet regular direct debits, I 
would ask our campaigning MP to take up 
arms against the iniquity of companies 
imposing disproportionate costs on those 
least able to afford it. 

Of course, we appreciate that settling our 
bills quarterly would involve an additional 
administrative cost but not £63! It is a blatant 
attempt to intimidate customers to sign on 
the dotted line. 

I hope Robert Halfon would agree that this 
is wrong and that companies should be 
obliged to levy only a fair and proportionate 
charge. Over to you, Mr Halfon.

NHS health checks make good ^ 
business as well as health sense < SGs. 


BUSINESSES across west Essex are being urged 
to do themselves and their employees a New Year 
favour by taking advantage of 
free NHS health checks and nip future health and 
absentee problems in the bud. 

The NHS health checks are being offered in the 
workplace by local community healthcare provider, 
Anglian Community Enterprise (ACE). The check 
includes measurement of blood cholesterol, blood 
pressure, body mass index and waist measurement. 
A risk calculation is carried out and personalised 
advice offered about how to stay healthy. All results 
are given to people at the time of their health check 
screen as well as shared with their GP practice. 

Kerry-may Surtees, Integrated Care Manager- 
Health and Wellbeing at ACE, said: “One of our key 
priorities is to work with local employers to improve 
the health and well-being of their workforce. As well 
as benefiting the individual employees by improving 
their health, it makes good business sense because 
sickness rates and absenteeism can be reduced and 
staff feel more valued. 

“We come to the workplace at a time convenient to 
the business and the whole process is completely 
free. Private healthcare companies can charge up to 
£150 per person for a similar check.” 



People targeted are between the ages of 40 and 74 
who, broadly, are not already identified by a health 
professional as having had a heart attack, stroke, 
angina or diabetes. They should also not be on 
medicines for high cholesterol or high blood pressure 
as these people have already been screened by 
their GP and are being monitored regularly. 

In a recent workplace session carried out in Epping, 
it was discovered that of the people checked: 

• 33% would benefit health wise from losing 
weight 

• 40% had a waist measurement that 
increases their risk of cardio vascular 


disease such as heart disease 

• 26% were self-referred to the GP for raised 
blood pressure 

• 42% had raised cholesterol levels and 
given lifestyle advice. Two people 
were referred to the GP with high risk 
cholesterol levels. In all, 46% had 
unhealthy cholesterol levels 

• 29% had increasing risk or higher of alcohol 
harm and offered lifestyle advice accordingly 

• 14% smoked, which is lower than the UK 
average. 

Kerry-may added: “The check assesses your risk of 
developing heart disease, stroke, kidney disease or 
diabetes. By taking early action, people can improve 
their health and make lifestyle changes to help 
prevent the onset of these conditions. ACE’s Health 
Trainer team can offer free assistance to people 
seeking to make lifestyle changes.”

He realised he could help and 
that’s when he tweeted about the oven 
and the estate agents in London offered 
to help. We’re very grateful.” 

She added: “It’s difficult to cook for a 
large family so it’s always hard and 
cooking for so many people is difficult. 
Our volunteers working in the kitchen 


have a huge job so we’re delighted to 
have been offered a new oven. It’s been 
a phenomenal year.” 

When the shelter opened on Decem¬ 
ber 23 the volunteers discovered the 
television aerial was broken. Within an 
hour workmen from HAI Audio Visual 
Security Limited, in Edinburgh Way, 
arrived to repair it. 

“It was amazing for it to be fixed so 
quickly,” said Jo. “We were really 
pleased.”

IT was another busy Christmas for the 
region's ambulance service with an average 
of 113 emergency calls an hour on Christmas 
Day. 

The East of England Ambulance Service, 
which covers Essex and five other counties - 
took 2,717 calls, about 40 more than December 
25 last year and around 300 up on an average 
day. 

A total of 1,241 patients were taken to hospi¬ 
tal on Christmas Day. 

Essex had the highest 
number of calls in the 
Eastern region with 874. 

The service thanked the 
public for a drop of 
about 360 calls over the 
three-day Christmas 
period compared with 
2012. It took 7,813 calls 
from Christmas Eve to 
Boxing Day. 

Calls typically ranged 
from chest pains, ill¬ 
nesses and falls to chok¬ 
ing, assaults and births. 

Rob Ashford, EEAST’s 
acting director of ser¬ 
vice delivery, said: 

“Whilst it’s encouraging we’ve seen a slight 
decrease in the number of calls compared to 
the same period last year, we’re still seeing an 
increase each Christmas Day.

I T is the only Harlow-based 
charity which provides year- 
round support for people who 
do not have a roof over their 
heads, working hard to help those 
in need of warmth, shelter and a 
space to call their own. 

Streets2Homes, which is mostly 
run by volunteers, manages a day 
centre to reach out to the homeless 
and offer them a safe, warm and 
friendly environment where they 
can spend part of their day. 

It also provides hands-on 
support, working closely with 
Harlow Council to help those 
without a place to call home find 
somewhere to live and in so doing 
return to mainstream society. 

“We are a family here,” said 
Streets2Homes manager Kerrie 
Eastman. “Everyone is equal. We 
open up early so that clients can 
have breakfast and we offer shower 
facilities, clean clothes and a 
nutritional warm meal. 

“We are the only charity in 
Harlow doing what we do and we 
try to help. Rather than just 
offering a plaster for the problems 
we want to find what is the cause of 
the issue, try to resolve it by getting 
the support from other agencies if 
that is necessary and get our 
clients in accommodation, working 
and getting back to normal.” 

The centre offers a job club, 
teaches basic computer skills, 
holds CV workshops and joins 
forces with other charities and 
organisations to offer support and 
advice on a range of issues 
including domestic abuse, family 
planning and drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

On average, 17 homeless people 
arrive at the centre every day. The 
majority of these are rough 


sleepers - people with no roof over 
their heads - while the rest are 
so-called ‘sofa surfers’. 

“Homelessness will always be a 
problem and it is a problem caused 
by a variety of factors,” said Kerrie. 

“The majority of people who 
become homeless do not want to 
tell friends and family because of

ride or fear, so we work to give 
them somewhere they can call 
their own for part of the day and 
build up their skills and their 
confidence so that we can get them 
into a house or flat share and back 
on their feet. 

“We offer financial help and work 
with the credit union to help create 


payment plans and save money for 
deposits on a home.” 

Streets2Homes, which also 
arranges volunteering 
opportunities for clients in a bid to 
develop work experience, is always 
looking for donations and 
sponsorship from local businesses. 

The charity relies on donations of 
clothing, bedding, towels, sleeping 
bags, shoes and money to carry out 
its work. It is linked to several other 
charities across the town including 
Harlow Foodbank. 

Kerrie said: “I think it is 
important to work together as a 
community, so if a charity is doing 
something really well then another 
charity can do something else and 
the two can support each other. 

“Harlow Foodbank does a 
fantastic job. They supply us with 
essentials when we need them and 
they will let us know if there is 
someone who needs our help. It 
seems like the best way to work for 
the people of Harlow.” 

She added: “If someone is walking 
into the centre then they are 
desperate and we will do 
everything we can to help them get 
back on their feet and in a happier, 
safer place. 

“We encourage clients to get help 
and we support them through it 
until they are back on their feet 
and in a safe home.”

A STRAY cat that was badly 
burned in a house fire has 
been named pet survivor of 
the year.

PDSA vet Elaine Pendlebury 
said: “Robbie is a truly 
inspiring story for us all. 

“He coped so well with his 
pain and suffering and fought 
back against severe injuries 
that not all pets would have 
overcome. He really is a true 
survivor.”

That Night? is an original 
musical set in and around 
the backstage areas of old 
theatres.

Designs on 
a new garden 


IF you have had time over the festive 
season to leaf through those gardening 
book gifts, or to visit a public garden 
and walk off those Christmas excesses, 
you'll hopefully be awash with 
innovative ideas on designs to replicate 
in your own garden in the new year. 

If you are redesigning an established 
garden, you can retain mature 
features, moving large shrubs and 
border plants to create an immediate 
effect. The proportion of plants and 
features to open space in the garden 
is all-important and the general rule 
is one-third planting to two-thirds 
space. You need that space to properly 
be able to see your garden and all its 
features. 

Yet the garden can consist of many 
elements. Even a small garden could 
incorporate a mixture of different 
aspects, from lawn and paving to 
gravel, water and pebbles. If you 
have a tiny garden, think about 
incorporating vertical planting, using 
climbers to bring colour and texture 
upwards, or make your garden seem 
larger with the use of mirrors. 

Vertical dimension will prevent 
an otherwise flat area from looking 
boring. In a large garden, for example, 
tall trees will take the eye upwards, 
while in a medium-sized garden 
pergolas, arches and arbours are useful 
devices. 


GARDENING TIPS

Consider using a few bold focal 
points to draw the eye across the 
garden at an angle, which can help 
to overcome the shortcomings of a 
really tiny space. Drawing the eye to 
focal points elsewhere can also detract 
attention from an unattractive object 
or area, rather than attempting to 
screen it. 

If your garden is big enough to 
incorporate beds and borders, make 
sure they aren't too narrow. Too many 
plants end up cramped between fences 
and lawn in boring, straight borders 
which do nothing for the plants or 
the view. Think about introducing 
interesting curves to your borders to 
give them a more fluid feel. 

The minimum width for a border 
should be around 1m (40in) and even 
with that, you'll be limited to dwarf 
shrubs and fairly small perennials. If 
your design includes three layers of 
planting in a bed, you'll need an area 
of at least 3m squared. 

You may think that planting the 
tallest plants at the back of the border 
and graduating until you have the 
smallest plants at the front is the best 
way to go, but there are certain plants 



you can use to break with tradition. 

Height in the foreground, as long 
as it doesn't block the line of vision, 
increases perspective and can make 
the garden seem longer. For this you 
can use wispy grasses such as Stipa 
gigantea, or perennials that produce 
light flower spikes such as Digitalis 
lutea, or see-through specimens such 
as Verbena bonariensis, which don't 
block the view of what's behind them. 

Long, narrow gardens can often 
be improved by dividing the area 
into several smaller sections, using 
hedges, low walls, raised beds or shrub 


borders that extend into the garden 
and prevent the eye being taken in 
a straight line to the end. Each area 
might incorporate a different theme, 
such as scent, water, herbs or flowers. 

Of course, before any project can 
start, consider the type of gardener 
you are. Do you want a low- 
maintenance plot, or one you can 
endlessly potter in? How much time 
will you realistically be able to spend 
each week maintaining that space? 

Draw up a plan either on a computer 
or with pencil and (preferably graph or 
squared) paper, to make an outline of 
the existing garden and its dimensions. 


Include existing features you want 
to keep and potential obstacles such 
as manhole covers which you'll need 
to work around. Mark the direction 
of the sun, where it falls at particular 
times of the day and any permanent 
shadow. Then put tracing paper over 
the original plan and sketch ideas of 
your own, experimenting with layout 
and plantings, bearing in mind what 
the vista will look like from the house, 
both downstairs and upstairs. 

And don't make it too complicated. 
Remember clean lines and simple 
shapes will always work best - in 
design, less is often more.

Journey into greatness 


MANDELA: LONG WALK TO FREEDOM 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 

IT'S tempting to allow the profound sense of 
loss that greeted the death of Nelson Mandela, 
to fog critical judgement of Justin Chadwick's 
worthy biopic. 

Mandela: Long Walk To Freedom is 
reverential and respectful, adapted from 
Mandela's memoirs by Oscar nominated 
screenwriter William Nicholson ( Gladiator, 
Shadow/ands). There is nothing here to 
desecrate the memory of the South African 
statesman who was a lynchpin in the abolition 
of apartheid. 

Equally, Chadwick's gallop through 52 years 
of turmoil doesn't delve into the minutiae of 
the flawed human being behind the myth. 

It's a handsomely crafted yet emotionally 
underwhelming skim-read of important 
historical footnotes. Mandela's 27-year 
incarceration, most of it on Robben Island, 
accounts for around 40 minutes of the earnest 


picture but feels considerably longer. 

The film opens in the Xhosa village of 
Mandela's youth with a slow-motion tribal 
ritual that ushers Nelson into manhood. We 
jump forward to 1942 Johannesburg where 
Mandela (Idris Elba) is an idealistic lawyer 
whose eyes are gradually opened to the harsh 
reality of an unfair justice system. 

He weds nurse Evelyn Mase (Terry Pheto) and 
they raise a family but the marriage buckles 
under the strain of his increasing involvement 
with the African National Congress. They 
divorce in 1958 as Mandela and his ANC 
brothers stand trial for treason - the same year 
he meets, courts and marries social worker 
Winnie Madikizela (Naomie Harris), who 
passionately believes in his crusade. 

In the aftermath of the Sharpeville massacre 
in 1960 which results in the deaths of 69 
black protesters, the ANC begins a sabotage 
campaign meeting violence with violence. 
Nelson is sentenced to life in prison alongside 
fellow activists including Walter Sisulu (Tony 
Kgoroge), Ahmed Kathrada (Riaad Moosa), 


Raymond Mhlaba (Zolani Mkiva) and Andrew 
Mlangeni (Simo Mogwaza). 

Culminating in Mandela's release from prison 
and the 1994 elections, the film tips its hat to 
key facts we already knew. There is a heart¬ 
rending scene of Mandela receiving a telegram 
informing him of the death of his firstborn son 
Thembi in a car accident and iconic scenes of a 
grey-haired Mandela and Winnie walking hand- 
in-hand out of Victor Verster prison. 

Elba is more physically imposing than his 
subject but he captures the cadences of 
Mandela's speech and delivers rousing calls to 
arms with aplomb. Harris is equally impressive 
as the woman who was wrenched away 
from her children and suffered physical and 
emotional abuse to break her spirit. 

The 146-minute running is both too brief to 
summarise Mandela's entire life and too long to 
sustain key episodes that Nicholson chooses as 
his narrative. We want less and more, and settle 
for something in between.

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I F you’ve been looking for a 
mini SUV recently you may 
have noticed the absence of Ford 
representation in what is a 
rapidly growing market sector. 

The Blue Oval has finally fixed 
this omission with the EcoSport, 
a car boasting familiar Ford 
driving and design 
characteristics plus a trio of 
engines promising to be kind on 
your wallet. 

As befits a market sector 
focused more on urban agility 
than the ability to climb every 
mountain, the EcoSport is front- 
wheel drive only. Up front you’ve 
the choice of Ford’s awarding 
winning three-cylinder, 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost petrol motor, a 
conventional 1.5-litre petrol and 
frugal 1.5-litre, four-pot diesel 
unit. 

Riding more than a little higher 
than a Fiesta, the EcoSport 
offers drivers a commanding 
view of the road. Despite its 
‘compact’ tag, the cabin of 


Ford’s mini SUV is surprisingly 
spacious and there’s enough 
room for four adults or, more 
importantly, a growing family. 

Bash-proof plastics abound in 
the cabin which, while coming 
close to that of a Fiesta or Focus, 
are the obvious sign of the 
EcoSport’s low-cost roots. Still, 
what you can see and touch is of 
a good standard and the 
controls and displays will be 
familiar to existing Ford owners. 

Also pleasing is Ford’s 
generosity when it comes to 
standard equipment. Focusing 


initially on high-grade Titanium 
spec, the EcoSport lacks very 
little in real terms thanks to the 
inclusion of keyless ignition, 
alloy wheels, air-con, decent 
audio and plush upholstery. 

Open your wallet a little wider 
and you can add leather trim, 
rain sensing wipers, cruise 
control and Ford’s feature rich 
multimedia system complete 
with mobile phone connectivity. 

Showroom appeal is all very 
well but the EcoSport also 
makes a convincing case on the 
road. While not built for outright 


speed, the car boasts a well 
sorted ride and weighty steering 
which should instil plenty of 
confidence when on the move. 

Much work has been done by 
Ford’s engineers to tailor the 
EcoSport to the demands of 
European roads and its drivers. 
The bottom line is that a mini 
SUV drives much like any 
current small Ford, which is a 
considerable achievement and 
should be enough to give its 
rivals something to think about. 

It’s fair to say that, in 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost trim, the car is best 


suited to relaxed urban 
motoring. Brisk performance is 
easily achievable but push hard 
and you’ll soon be jealous of the 
extra torque and smoothness of 
the diesel motor. 

The EcoBoost petrol-powered 
car might be quicker in a 
straight line but the diesel’s 
welcome extra slug of torque 
might be a deal-breaker for 
some. 

The five-speed manual 
gearshift is slick in both cars 
while the added flexibility of the 
diesel allows you to stretch the 
EcoSport’s legs on long journeys. 
Motorway cruising is a doddle 
plus you’ll need fewer 
downchanges when attacking 
hilly terrain. 

Other cars might have stolen a 
march in this market sector but 
Ford’s EcoSport can stand tall, 
confident it has the requisite 
talents to meet many of its rivals 
head on. 

It might not have been first to 
market but it’s yet another first- 
rate motor from Ford.

HAWKS defender Layne Eadie is 
urging Danny Chapman's men 
to go unbeaten through the rest 
of January - and close in on 
Ryman division one north lead¬ 
ers VCD Athletic. 

Prior to the New Year’s Day 
match at home to Ware, Harlow 
were sixth and 11 points adrift of 
VCD. 

“At the end of January we can 
start looking who will be around 
there and the teams up there are 
the ones you need to be beating,” 
Eadie told the Star. 

“We are looking to win every 
single game from here on in, 
until January and then re-evalu- 
ate. We can’t see that there are 
any of these games that we 
should not win [in January]. 

“I think we are in a good posi¬ 
tion at the moment with the 
games in hand we have. We just 
have to put the points on the 
board. 

“We would like to be a little bit 
higher in the league but it’s still 
early days.” 

Left-back Eadie has been in 
impressive form since joining the 
Hawks earlier this season. 

The 20-year-old has previously 
had spells at St Neots and St 
Albans and hopes to make the 
breakthrough into the Football 
League in the near future. 

He said: “It would be a dream

League. But I am really enjoying 
it at Harlow. The manager and 
the owners have been brilliant 
for me. 

“The manager has faith in me 
and that means a lot to me. But at 


some stage I would like to play for 
a league club. I am only 20 and so 
I have time.” 

Harlow, who have lost once in 
their last 15 games, visit Tilbury 
in the league on Saturday and 
assistant boss Paul West-Hook 
says the title race is wide open. 

“You can see VCD dropping 
points and others - it’s still open 
which is rare really. Normally 
you have your frontrunner but 


this season you have four or five 
sides that can win it,” he said. 

“It will be an exciting finish and 
we deserve that. If we win it [the 
title] fantastic, if we get in the 
play-offs it’s still good to get in 
that position.” 

Hawks are without right-back 
Robbie Martin (quad injury), 
while James Smith is suspended, 
although he also has a hamstring 
injury. 


Rocket from boss keeps title charge on track 


ASSISTANT boss Paul West-Hook revealed a 
half-time rocket from manager Danny 
Chapman did the trick as Hawks over¬ 
turned a one-goal deficit to take a valuable 
point against title hopefuls Thurrock. 

“In the first half we let them boss us 
around quite a bit. At half-time the manager 
went in and said what he had to say and got 
the best out of them,” West-Hook explained. 

“It was a different attitude. It was a great 
second half for us. 

“We are just pleased to get a draw at the 
end of the day. We can look back and think 
we should have won the game.” 

Thurrock took the lead on 32 minutes when 
Robert Clark struck a wonderful effort from 
the edge of the right side of the box which 
was just too powerful for keeper Darren 
Behcet and deflected off a Hawks defender as 
it flew into the top left corner. 

The second half burst into life after just 40 


seconds when Ricardo Santos was caught 
pulling the shirt of Shane Stamp by the 
sharp-eyed referee. 

Danny Brown smashed home the spot-kick. 

Harlow should have gone ahead on 52 
minutes after some brilliant play from the 
impressive Stamp, who put Stan Muguo 
through with an inch-perfect pass. Muguo 
had just the keeper to beat but slipped the 
ball the wrong side of the left post. 

“Stan [Muguo] had a great opportunity. 
Maybe it came to the wrong player. Stan 
hasn’t scored for the club,” said West-Hook. 

Muguo went close again just moments later 
when clean through but his shot was well 
saved by Thurrock keeper Andy Walker. 

On 77 minutes there was more controversy 
when Santos - the culprit for the first 
penalty - pulled down Alex Read in the box, 
but the referee waved away Harlow’s 
vociferous appeals for a spot-kick. 


Thurrock also had appeals for penalties 
turned down. 

Left-back Layne Eadie said: “I thought they 
should have had a penalty in the second half 
- our centre-half caught the ball. But we 
needed that bit of luck. 

“We got a point out of it against a very good 
Thurrock side. They showed why they are up 
there. It was important we did not lose 
today. I felt we were unlucky and dominated 
the second half.” 

West-Hook added: “In the second half 
Shane [Stamp] and the rest of them upped 
their game. 

“They need to do that for the rest of the 
season. They need to do that to win the 
league - that’s what we want to do.”
